drawn between the supporters of Mc- 
Kinley and Bryan respectively. W. J- 
Bryan is the nominee of the democratic 
party and there are some unique 
features about his candidacy and his 
personality. He is the youngest candi- 
date for the presidency which has ever 
been norinated by either party, “being 
only thirty-six years of age or one year 
in advance of the age prescribed as the 
limit for a president. His selection is 
the second instance in the history of 
the United States where a candidate 
has been chosen as the result of oratory 
displayed in a single speech before a 
convention. The other instance of 
this kind oceurred in 1880 when Gen- 
eral Garfield made a apeech in favor of 
Senator Sherman, so full of magic 
oratory that the convention selected 
himself as their candidate instead of 
the leader, whose cause he was ad 
yocating. Only once before has the 
nomination been given to a man _ west 
of the Mississippi. Add to these that 
Mr. Bryan’s appeal is to the people of 
the west rather than to the wealthy 
ones of ths east, and that he boldiy 
sets the United States on a pinnacle 
and claims that she can stand alone 
and independent of other nations, and 
it will be readily seen that he is an 
ideal candidate for the emotional 
natures to which he appeals. 

His opponent, Mr. McKinley, has 
been before the country for years, and 
his name has always stood for protec- 
tion as a trade policy, and now stands 
for gold as the standard for the coinage 
of the United ‘States. His appeal is 
more naturally directed to the eastern 
capitalists and the manufacturers. 
Thus it will be seen that the election 
cries are really; silver against gold, 
labor against capital, West and South 
against the East. 

The platform of Mr. Bryan’s party is 
the cne most talked of throughout the 
world. that the money 
question is paramount to all others, and 
“Jemands the free and unlimited coin- 
age of both silver and gold at the 
present ratio of 16 to 1 without wait- 
ing for the aid or consent of any other 
nation.” This is the principal plank 
and the one which will be most dsbat- 
ed in the election campaign which 
will close in yovember by the selection 
of one of the candidates as president. 
Tbe platform also condemns the policy 
of the present administration on many 
points, but principally does it condemn 
the financial policy. The intention of 
the Bryan party is to make the silver dol- 
lar equal to the gold dollar as legal ten- 
der to apy amount. Attention is called 
to the fact that the constitution names 
silver and gold tegether as the money 
metals of the United States, and that 
the first coinage law passed under the 
constitution made the silver dollar, the 
money unit, and admitted gold to free 
coinage at a ratio based upon the silver 
doliar unit. The claim. is also made 
that the act of 1873 demonetized silver 
withovt the knowledge of the people 
or their approval. 
dollar at present is worth 53 cents, 
that is, the bullion vaiue of the silver 
in the dollar is only 53 cents. 
The idea is to make this 53 cents 
worth of silver pass for as much as_ the 
gold dollar. It may be quite possible 
for the goyernment of the United States 
todo this within its own limits and 
emongst its own people, but other 
nations will not accept 53 cents worth 
of silver in payment for 100 cents 
worth of gold) Whatever goods are 
imported by American merchants will 
’ have to be paid for at 100 cents on the 
dollar, and these merchants wili have 
to sell te the American people at the

One nation cannot 
compel all others to keep the price up; 
that can only be done by a combination 
of all nations, which is a consummation 
not likely to be attained. 


THE POPULAR VOTE. 


Victoria Times: Some of the con- 
servative contemporaries are making an 
ado over the returns of the recent gen- 
eral election as they are said to have 
been received by the clerk of the crown 
in chancery. These are alleged to show 
that the number of votés cast for the 
conservative candidates was 413,006, 
for the liLeral candidates 387,194, and 
for independents 80,611. From these 
figures it is argued that the liberal gov- 
ernment actually represents a minority 
of the people. 
argument is casily apparent. It may 
be observed, in the first place, that 
wile the clerk of the crown in chan- 
cery makes a statement of the votes 
cast for the various candidates he does 
not make any classification according to 
political divisions. That omission on 
his part is of course supplied by our 
conservative friends, who do the work 
as suits their partizan ideas. But one 
or two facts which they ignore are 
sufficient tc upset all their ingenious 
calculations. In every case where there 
was none but an independent candi- 
date in the field against a conservative 
they assume that there was no liberal 
vote cast at ali. That is the most 
absurd nonsense, for every person 
knows that in all such cases a very 
large percentage of the votes casts for 
independents were liberal votes and 
would have been cast for liberal candi- 
dates if there had been any in the field. 
Then ina number of instances there 
were liberals elected by acclamation, 
and in others there were no conserva- 
tive candidates nominated. There 
were very few corresponding iustances 
on the conservative side. In such in- 
stances’ there could be no return of 
votes to the clerk of the crown in chan- 
cery, and apparently the liberal strength 
in all these constituences is quite ignor- 
ed in the tory calcuiation, though it 
will be seen to have a very direct bear- 
ing on the question at issue. In_ brief 
our tory friends have been basing a most 
fallacious argument on a manipulated 
statement of figure.

WESTERN REPRESFNTATION. 


The Winnipeg Commercial in an 
editozial calling for western representa- 
tion in the cabinet, says : 

The three little Maritime Provinces 
have four cabinet ministers. Jf repre- 
sentation in the cabinet were on the 
basis. of population, then the Weat 
would be entitled to two cabinet 
ministers, compared with the Maritime 
Provinces. The area of territory and 
importance of local questions ~ should 
also be considezed, as well as that of 
population. The West being a new 
region, requiring special legislation, and 
special measures to assist in its settle- 
ment and development, would apparent- 
ly render it advisable that it should be 
represented in the cabinet by several 
persons who were particularly well 
qualified to look after western interests. 
If any part of the country should 
have a particularly liberal representa- 
tion in the cabinet, it should be the 
West. 

We have referred to the impertant 
point of area of territory. A large 
area of territory, even if sparsely 
settled, will require wider experience 
and information, in order to deal with 
jis interests carefully, than a smail, 
compact territory. The three Mari- 
time Provinces, with their four cabinet 
ministers, have an “aggregate area of 
50,800 square miles. Compare this 
with Manitoba, whick, though the 
smallest of the five organized provinces 
and territories of the West, has an 
area of 74,000 square miles. Then 
comes Assiniboia with 90,200 square 
miles, Alverta with 106,100 Square 
miles, Saskatchewan with 108,400 
square miles, and British Columbia 
with its great mineral, fishery and lum- 
bering intergsts, with an area of 383,- 
300 square miles All these five vast 
divisions, with a population approach- 
ing half a million, are without repre 
sentation in ithe cabinet, while the 
three Maritime Provinces, with an 
aggregate area of 50,800 square miles 
and a population of 900,000 have four 
eabinet ministers. Besides the organ- 
ized provinces and territories of the 
West, there are the districts of Atha- 
basca, Keewatin and the vest northwest 
region, with a further aggregate area of 
1,600,000 square miles, making alto- 
gether, with Manitoba aud the other 
previnces mentioned, a total aggregate 
area approximating 2,400,000 square 
miles, All this vast territory and its 
interésts, which latter are the most im- 
portant questions before the people of 
Canada to-day, without representation 
in the cabinet ! 

Not room for a single representative 
trom this Great West among the fifteen 
ministers who compose the cabinet! 
The people of the West do not wish 
to be arbitrary in this matter, but such 
a jug-handled arrangement as this is 
certainly unreasonable. The West 
should have at least three members in 
the cabinet, giving one each to the 
provinces of Manitoba and British Col- 
umbia and one to the Territories. 


The correspondent of the Times notes the 
continued arming of the forces of the Trans- 
vaal republic, and dwells upon the universal 
opinion existing among the Boers that an at- 
tempt to overthrow the treaty obligations 
towards England is meditatec. The corres- 
pondent is of the opiniun that the more 
shrewd view is that the Transvaal authorit- 
ies will oniy ‘try on” the programme in- 
tended for the purpose of seeing how much 
Britain will “stand,” andif signs of weak- 
ness are detected they will make the 
abrogation of the treaty clauses adopted by 
the Angio-Boer convention of 1884; which 
placed the British government in control of 
the foreign relations of the Transvaalfrepulic 
the base of a compromise. In conclusion, 
the correspondent of the Times asserts that 
he is confident that the Transvaal govern- 
ment will not go to the extent of fighting. 
He believes that president Kruger is “too 
wary to aliow the Boers to be forced into a 
ceurse which could only lead to disaster.

The Berlin correspondent of the Chronicle 
says: That looking to the possibility of a 
protection regime in the United States, 
under McKinley, and the reducing of the 
German-American trade, the directors of 
the North German Lloyd Steamship Co., 
meditate the promotion of new lines ia other 
directions, especially in East Asia, for 
the employment of their fleet.

This is to be 
altered, and it is expected that something 
in the nature of a board of works will be 
established. Last year, after all other 
charges had been provided for. the sum of 
$67,059 was available for division among 
the districts for roads and bridges, well bor- 
ing, creameries, etc,, Whether Mr. Haul- 
tair: will be able to do better than this for 
us with a liberal government remains to be 
seen. If an elaborate government «lepart- 
ment is to be established to administer $67,- 
000, the per centage of salaries and expenses 
is going to eome pretty high; but the 
assembly may be trusted, we think, to work 
out some practicable scheme on moderate 
lines. It should be comparatively easy to 
improve on the old plan, by which public 
improvements have been carried out in a 
very patchwork way, which often came very 
expensive in the longrun, but which it was 
hard to avoid under the existing system.— 
Moosomir: Spectator.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Two thousand farm hands left Toronto on 
seven special trains for Winnipeg last Tues- 
day morning. They area superior class of 
men and will distribute throughout Mani- 
toba and the Territcries. 


A boiler explosion occurred last Saturday 
week at Gilliagham’a sawmill, Cld Man’s 
river, Macleod, killing three men named 
Smith, May and Edsall ard injuring an- 
other. The mill was completely wrecked. 


Rebert Scott, proprietor of the Shoal 
lake, Man., creamery, states that he will 
commence shipping butter from his factory 
to China and Japan in about three weeks, 
the first lot amounting to about 6,000 
poxnds. Regular shipments packed in tins 
will be continued all through the fall and 
winter by each Canadian Pacific Railway 
boat. 


Vardoe, Norway, Aug. 17.—Dr. Nansen 
left here this morning on his way to 
Christiania. It now develops that the 
meeting between Dr. Nansen and Jackson, 
the English explorer, was the result of the 
barking of dogs. The Norwegian aud his 
companion were exploring one day when 
they heard barking. Following the sounds 
they reached Jackson’s camp. Vardoe has 
been enfete and is gaily decorated in honor 
of the return of Dr. Nansen. 


Evening newspapers refer at length to 
Spain’s bill for damages against the United 
States as a result of the fitting out of fili- 
bustering expeditions, destined for Cuba, in 
American ports, and to the decision arrived 
at in the case of the Alabama. The Globe, 
for instance, says: ‘‘The United States 
acceptance of the Geneva award makes it 
absolutely impossible for them to repudiate 
liability under present circumstances with 
any show of reason for justice.” 


A dispatch to the Standard from Berlin 
says that it is stated that Admiral Tirpitz, 
at the request of Emperor William, has 
drawn up a bill which will be submitted to 
the reichstag, demanding from 100,000,000 
150,000,000 marks for naval purposes. It is 
added that Eniperor William recently dis- 
cussed the matter with Prince Hohenlohke. 
The chancellor, during the discussion in- 
formed Emperor William that a majority in 
tavor of the bill could only be secured if the 
promise of reform in all matters subject to 
military jurisdiction should be fulfilled, 


The ‘‘Honest Money” league, of Mary- 
land, composed of democrats opposed to 
Bryan opened headquarters at Baltimore 
Md. and will begin an active campaign 
throughout the state. One of the novel 
features of the fight will be the introduction 
of women canyvassers in Baltimore who will 
be organized to go from house to house, dis- 
tributing gold standard literature and urg- 
ing the women to use their influence in 
bringing about the defeat of free silver. It 
is understood that the work is to be con- 
fined to the homes of mechanties, clerks and 
the laboring classes. 


A statement prepared by the commis- 
sioner of immigration shows the number of 
immigrants who arrived in the United States 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1896, 
to have been 343,267, as compered with 
258,536 during the fiscal year 1895. Of the 
whole number 212,466 were maies and 139,- 
801 females. The countries from which the 
immigrants came are given as follows: Aus. 
tria Hungary 65,153 ; Italy 68,060; Russia 
52,136; Germany 31,835; United King- 
dom 64,637 ; all other countries 61,446. 
The whole number debarred and returned 
during the year was 3,037, as follows: 
Paupers 2,010 ; contract laborers 776; idiot 
1; insane 10; diseased2. Returned within 
one year because of their having become 
public charges 238. The number debarred 
and returned in 1895 was 2,596. 


London, England, is to have an under- 
ground electric railway, which will be the 
first in the world. Work hes already been 
commenced. The projected railway will be 
ten miles in length and will run through 
Shepherds’ Bush to the city, having fourteen 
stations, at the bank, general post offices, 
Oxfofd cireus and other principal streets. 
The depth is 100 feet, and monster elevators 
will take passengers down 250 at a time. 
Forty trains per hour will be run, and ten 
of these morning and evening will be wérk- 
men’s trains for which the fare will be four 
cents for the round trip of 20 miles. The 
schedule time for the ten mile run, includ- 
ing four stops, is to be fifteen minutes. The 
dlock system will be used, and te further 
prevent accidents there will be two distinct 
tunnels, one for the up and the other for the 
down trains. Branch lines will be con: 
structed over the greund covered by the 
other underground railways and the London 
district routes.
